1540 YL mentions ‘‘high frequency’*, music; 1545 ‘*RNASG -- Nacional, 
nos une’* canned ID; interview with José Ortiz? técnico; 1556 YL 
mentions winds hit 200 kph there; 1603 music only; 1606 ID with staff 
list which funxions as a s/off as well as s/on; ‘‘Nacional, nos une** 
and off? Not quite, back with a few more words and music until chop at 
1608x (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx CANADA. 287 MCW kHz, Nov 2 at 0653 UT, dash and ZWG, 50 watt ND 
beacon at Winnipeg MB: seldom heard in contrast to 248 WG, a regular 
with 1000 watts also audible now. DXinfocentre.com shows considerably 
different codérdinates, different airports. ZWG at Stoney, seldom 
heard, last logged Feb 17, 2021. Both to be decommissioned: ZWG on Dec 
29, 2022; WG on April 20, 2023. There is only one other on 287, YSF, 
500 watts at Stony Rapids SK. 


269 MCW kHz, Nov 2 at 0654, dash and UDE, 50 watt NDB at Delta MB. 
Last logged Nov 26, 2021 (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xk CUBA. 6060, Oct 28 at 0605, JBA carrier: hard to believe it’s RHC, 
but nothing else listed at this hour, except in Aoki: SRDA Curitiba, 
Brasil. Is it active? Not in EiBi or latest DSWCI DBS as of last 
April. Not in WRTH 2022, 2021, either. Same question I raised on July 
9, 2021. 


6165, Oct 28 at 0605, only RHC left, in English, $9+10/20 but 
undermodulated. No Cuba or other broadcasters above 5000 (Glenn 
Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx CUBA. 6000, Oct 29 at 0547, only RHC on aix now, English S9+20/30 
with good mod except for some hum, no others of The Cuban Five on 5/6 
MHz bands. Usually 6000 is off before the others. Something's always

7290, Sat Oct 29 at 1801, IRRS SW via BULGARIA, no 
signal on X2 = 14580; good into UTwente with Feature Story News, 1805

We anticipate a move to 7295 kHz from 18 to 19 UTC daily as of 
tonight. Further changes may be possible and announced on our mailing 
list and online’*. Looking at HFCC, 7295 will be clear of CCI, and 
also of 7290/7300 ACI during this hour. If had stayed on 7290 at 
18-19, would have had heavy ChiCom ACI de 7285; if on 7290 at 19-20, 
from ChiCom on 7295 (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR)

We will keep working on 7730, and we may be able to 
return that frequency to the air within the next couple of weeks. 


We lost three antennas during Hurricane Ian on September 28 - one to 
Europe and the Middle East, one to Africa and one to Central America 
and Oceania. We have placed one of those frequencies (7780 kHz) ona 
different antenna to the same target areas. We replaced 21525 kHz with 
17790 kHz to a different target area. And, as mentioned above, we are 
still working on 7730 kHz. We are consulting with engineers to see how 
the three damaged antennas might be repaired or replaced in the 
future.
